kind may be uſeful. one to another, and all of 
them 1 God in faithfully es the 
duties of their reſpectiye ſtations. 

An inequality of conditions and citcum- 
ſtances then being by theſe means and for theſe 
ends neceſlary, Let us now conſider what pro- 
viſion God — been pleaſed to make for thoſe, 
who are appointed by his Providence to fill the 
loweſt and moſt laborious ſtations; or, what 
care he has taken that, in the language of the 
text, the Poor ſhould be rai/ed up 7 — the duft, 
and the Needy lifted out of the dunghil.

be has planted in the breaſt of every human 
creature Pity and Compaſſion. Not only Reaſon 
tells us, that we ought to relieve the miſerable, 
that this is yery meet, right, and our bounden 
duty, but more than this, we have a byaſs upon 
our Nature towards them, a ſtrong propenſity and 
inclination to aſſiſt them, not excited by con- 
ſideration and reflection, but ſpringing from a 
general ſympathy, by which the affections of the 
whole human kind are in a manner linked to- 
gether. And whenever we comply with theſe 


dictates of Reaſon and inclinations of our Nature, 
by helping the diſtreſſed, and giving relief where 


relief is wanted, there i is an ample and preſent 


recompence which our great Creator has pro- 


vided ſor us; we find an immediate pleaſure 


ariſing from every ſuch act of Beneficence, and 


the mind aer exults and rejoyces in it:

Under the Moſaic Diſpenſation there- 
fore, a Diſpenfation of ef 4 ſervility and 
fear, there were careful proviſions made for the 
practice of Charity, as one of thoſe moral Vir- 
tues in which true Religion does principally 
conſiſt. 
But as in the Goſvel of Jeſus Chriſt the Love 
of God is moſt eminently ſhewn to mankind in 
general, ſo in it too a moſt ſignal and ſpecial 
eare is taken of the poor in particular. This is- 
evident from almoſt every page in the writings 
of the New Teſtament, but more eſpecially in- 
thoſe of the great Apoſtle to the 8 ; who, 

to ſhew the ſuperior excellence of Charity, above 
the reſt of the moral virtues, and the neceſſity 
of it in forming the character of a true Chriſtian, 
tells us in his firſt Epiſtle. to the Corinthians, 

that tho” there are other Gifts and Graces which 
are highly uſeful and neceſſary to adorn our 
chriſtian Profeſſion, and we ought to be im- 
proved as a means of promoting our eternal 
Happineſs ; that tho' without Faith it is impoſſible: 
zo heh God, and Hope maketh not aſhamed ; yet 
if we are deſtitute of this one virtue of Cha- 
zity,. we are very defective in the fight of =

| l are commanded, as the great Evan- 
gelical Law, to lde our neighbour as ourſelves, 
and to be ready 10 do good to all men, as they 
have oecaſion and we opportunity for it, there is 
ng room to queſtion but that the poor, as being 
partakers of the ſame common nature, are in- 
titled at leaſt in an equal degree with others to 
the benefit of that common Law. Nor is it by 
the ties of nature only that we are bound to 
acts of Charity and Beneficence to the needy 
and afflicted, we are ſtill more ſtrongly obliged 
to the practice of this duty by that ſpiritual re- 
lation, which they bear to us as Chriſtians; ; as 
being made for the ſame excellent purpoſes, born | 
to * lame glorious hopes, redeemed by the 
ſame common Saviour, and - heirs of the fame 
eternal Salvation with ourſelves, - - 

Thus with reſpe& to the exerciſe of ts grea 
and diſtinguiſhing duty of the Chriſtian Lav, 
the univerſal unfeigned Love of Mankind, it is 
the Apoſtle's plain direction, that a ſpecial re- 
gard be had to the poor and neceſſitous part of 

them. And as a motive: to omit no opportunity 
that offers for the obſervance of this Duty, the 
. Apoſtle takes occaſion in another Epiſtle to 
n remind

remind us of the ſhortneſs and uncertainty of 
human life, and tells us that works of Charity 
in chis world are the beſt proviſion we are capa- 
ble of making for the next. I hilſt we bavr 
rim, ſays he, Lat ut ao goon wnto all Men ; Let 
theſe who are rich in this world be carefid that 
they are alſo rich in works of Mercy and Bene- 
Gcenoce ; that they difrabure willingly of their 
wealth to them that want it, as a means of pe- 
culiar efficacy towards the attainment of eternal 
Life. Aud if in the Goſpel this duty be ex- 
tended beyond it's former meaſure, even to ſtran- 
gers and enemies, the Reward does more than pro- 
portionably advance in greatneſs: if we are taught 
to imitate che humane Samaritan, who ſhewed 
kindneſs to a ftranger that in the like misfortune 
would have negleted him; if we ate commanded 
to love our enemies, to-bleſs them that curſe ws, to 
do good to them that bate us, and to pray for then: 
that deſpitefully uſe us and perſecute us, we have 
the expreſs promiſe of our Saviour himſelf, that, 
if we be thus xercifi, we ſhall abtain mercy for 
ourſelves, and that our Reward will be great in 
Heaven ;\ that thereby we ſhall become the 
children of the Higbeſt, who maketh bis Sum to 
riſe on the evil and on the good, and ſandeth rain

Such is the 
cate which the Almighty has been pleaſed to 
take of the inferior part of mankind, both in 
a natural and ſupernatural way, hy Revelation 
and by the conſtitution and innate! diſpoſitions 
of the human nature itſelf: making it the duty 
of the Rich to relieve the indigence of the 
Poor, and binding it upon them in the ſtricteſt 
manner; declaring that he will reward their 
kindneſs towards them with everlaſting happi- 
neſs, and puniſh their want of mens with un- 
ſpeakable [ey one 

I come how thei in the laſt place, to ir 
what has been ſaid to that particular charitable 
Inſtitution, which it is the peculiar deſign of this 
annual ſolemnity to ote and encourage. 
Charity, we know, by the Repreſentation 
given of it in Scripture, is a large and comprehen- 

five as well as neceſſary duty, and implies the tak - 
ing every occaſion, and employing every means 
in our power, of doing good to the Souls and 
Bodies of men: it obliges us to uſe our utmoſt 
endeavours for their improvement in all chriſtian 
virtues, and by advice, direction, and aſſiſtance 
do promote their eternal happineſs, the loſs of 
which the whole world is not able to compenſate. 
The ſupport and encouragement therefore of the 
many excellent inſtitutions for this purpoſe, thoſe 


nurſeries 
I 


nurſeries of religious education, which adorn. 
this city, cannot but be thought a laudable ex- 
ertion of our chriſtian charity, and moſt ac- 
ceptable in his ſight, who would have all mem be 
ſaved, and come to the knowledge of the. Truth. 
This however is not to be conſidered as the 
only object of our care. The Law of Charity 
extends ſtill farther: it engages our concern 
for the preſent as well as future welfare of man- 
kind, and that in ſeveral degrees as in different 
caſes may be required of us. All that are poor 
are not equally ſo; and amongſt thoſe that are 
real objects 4 our compaſſion, there 1s a pre- 
ference undoubtedly due to ſome, in propor- 
tion as their diſtreſs is greater, and their capa- 
city to help themſelves leſs, than that of others. 
Now there is no affliction which affords a juſter 
pretenſion to ſuch a preference, becauſe there is 
none in which there are ſtronger reaſons to excite 
our pity, than that which the poor muſt ſuffer 
in the time of ſickneſs. For as to the neceſſa- 
ries of Life, they are not many, and few who 
enjoy their health and ſtrength need be deſtitute 
of them; but when obliged by ſickneſs to a 
diſcontinuance of their daily labour, they have 
no other dependence for their daily bread : 
they are not only - unprovided with pr 
means for the recovery of their health, but

more thaw uſually deſtituto of the fupports* of 
Life. And in this naked and defencelefs Rate, 
unprepated to make the leaſt reſiſtance, they 
are teſt to the temptations of extreme neceſſity, 
and liable to be driven, for fo. it often happens, 
to the melanchobhy and defperate reſolutions, 


they are in ſtrictneſs ready to periſh, and inevi- 
tably muſt, if there are none 70 help them. But 
is any diſpoſition in our hearts 
to offices of — and Benevolence, any 
kind or degree of Compaſſion left in us for the - 
fufferings of our fellow - ereatures, it is impoſſt- 
ble for us to ſee them without concern in this 
extremity of affliction, or to paſs by them in

deliverance from fo great 
Sucw' indeed is the happineſs of our _ 
tution, that there are many excellent public 
provifiens made by Law for the maintenance 
and ſuppert of the Poor: but ſtill our obliga- 
tions to Charity are by no means leſſened by 
ſuch legal proviſions, much leſs ſuperſeded by 
them; for Laws, be they ever ſo good, will

make z and there are alſo many extraordina 
caſcs, for which no Law can be ſuppoſed to 
provide at all. Beſides, in ſupplying the 
wants of the Poor by public rates, men may do 
good indeed, but they do what they cannot 
help, and have but too often no better reaſon 
than that for doing it: ſo that in this caſe they 
act through neceſſity, and not by choice, and 
therefore what they do cannot be thought 
to have any merit in it. True Chriſtian Cha- 
rity is a free and voluntary thing; it opens it's 
hand without reluctance, - and diſtributes with 
eaſe and pleaſure : ſometimes ſearching out 
thoſe ſecret. and hidden objects which are con- 
cealed from the world, as unwilling to et he 
left-hand know. what the' right-hand doth ; and 
ſometimes, on the: contrary, letting it's Age 
ino in public monuments of beneficence, that 
by ſeeing ſuch goed works men may glorify our 
Father which is in Heaven. mnt 

Curins the diſeaſes and healing the infirmi- 
ties of mankind was a chief employment of 
that time, which the great Saviour of the 
world ſpent on earth: theſe he tells us are the 
works which he was ſent to do, and in doing 
which he has et us an example that we ſhould 


follow his ſteps. He has gone before us indeed 
in every. way wherein we are capable, or are

Vkely to meet with any occaſion' of being help= 
ful to one another: but mercy to the fick he 
ſeems to have marked out in a more eſpecial 
manner, as neceſſary to the character of being 
his diſciples, when, to ſhew the meaning of that 
fundamental Law of his Religion, Thow ſhalt 
love thy neighbour as thyſelf, he inſtances in that 
kind of Charity. 13 SH, eee e 
Accra diſtreſs indeed of every kind de- 
ſerves compaſſion, and it is a duty incumbent 
upon all Chriſtians, as far as in them lies, to 
provide a remedy for it: but there is no ſhape 
in which, as I before obſerved, it appears more 
deplorable, than when it ariſes from poverty 
and ſickneſs; neither can we form a ftronger 
idea, than that which theſe united evils give us, 
of human wretchedneſs. This is a degree” of 
miſery that no good man can hear repreſented 
without wiſhing to relieve it, nor, if he be able, 
without contributing to its relief, But in truth, 
How is it to be heard, or by whom is the re- 
preſentation to be made? Deeply engaged as 
men generally are in the buſineſs or the plea- 
ſures of the world, how few would be at lei- 
ſure, or at the pains to acquaint themſelves 
with the ſufferings of the Poor? Nay, how 
ſeldom, in this large and populous and tumul- 
tuous city, could their ſeveral diſtreſsful caſes 
1 | become 
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LG known, even by thoſe who are the moſt 
diligent in ſearching after them; were it not 
for the Receptacles which you have ſo kindly 
provided for them in this Houſe of Charity 

where all applications are im partially received 
at all times, and a proper attention given to 
every. complaint, which admits of either reme- 
dy or relief? 

Sven is the Nature of this admirable deſign; 
by which many of the moſt wretched of our 
fellow · creatures are brought within the reach of 
your aſſiſtance, who might otherwiſe, and proba- 
bly would have periſhed for want it: and, as the 
influence of your bounty is extended farther, ſoit 
is alſo rendered more beneficial, by means of this 
inſtitution, than it poſſibly could be in any other 
way. It is but little that we are capable of do- 
ing towards the cure of ſick and diſeaſed per- 
ſons in the way of private Charity ; and our 
Bounty of that fort, through miſapplication, or

that our intention at leaſt will be anſwered by 
it; that it can never be improperly, and but 
ſeldom, unſucceſsfully employed.
